And it isso, The Democratic party of Texas is 
sorely disturbed, if not threatened with total 
destruetion; aud there is reasonabdle'grounds for 
pelief that the next election will result in greater 
calamity to the party than the mere reduction 
of its “bratal majority.“ Many of ite news- 
papers end some of its stanch whee!l-horses 
have likened the Democratic party of this State 
to a sick man. 

For nearly fifteen years all the immense and 
varied interests of Texas have been dominated 
absolutely by our party.

AFGHANISTAN. 
WORTHCOTH ON THE SITUATION. 

Lonpow, Sept. dir Stafford Northcote, 
Chancellor of the Excheduer, speaking at Kxeter 
yesterday, said the outbreak at Cabul appeared 
to have been unpremeditated. 80 far as could 
be judged, the Ameer has been entirely fair to 
the British, and it was certain that the assistance 
he imolored would not be refused. There 
seems to be great doubt, the Chancellor said, 
whether a prompt advance is possible. A mili- 
tary correspondent, reviewing the situation, 
says 25 per Cént of the native troops on the 
frontier have gone ona furlough. The season 
bas been an unusually sickly one. The hos- 
pitals are full: of men unfit for service by 
fever and the hardships of campaign. There 
are very few infantry regiments m the 
traus-Indus provinces which could muster 
500 men, and there ig probably not a cavalry reg- 
iment in the Punjaub which could put 300 men 
op parade. Transport departments have been 
broken up, and their reorganization will be diffi- 
eult. Upwards of 60,000 camels are officially re- 
ported to have perished in the late campaign. 
Gen. Roberts may have sufficient males and 
camels to admit of the hasty advance of the 
brigade in light marehing order, but the Gov- 
ernment of India will have to strain every nerve 
to guard his communications and keep him pre 
visioned. Unfortunately the regiments in India 
nearest to Afghapistan have mostly suffered 
from cholera, and aré numerically weak, the 
men being debilitated, and they will require 
heavy drafts to bring them up to their war 
strength, and at least two months must elapse 
before the men to recruit the regiments can ar- 
rive from Engiand. 

THE FORWARD MOVEMENT. 

News reeeived from Allahabad, through re- 
liable sources, gives assurance that Gen. Roberts 
will be at Cabal in a fortnight. It is said in 
military circles at Simla that the 9th of October 
is the probable date of the commencement of 
the forward movement, because of the defi- 
ciency ip wheeled transportation. A correspond- 
ent at Simfa says that those who know the po- 
sition of things declare an advance impossible.

FOREIGN GRAIN TRADE. 
WEEKLY REVIEW. 

Lowpon, Sept. 9.—The Mark Lane Fepress, in 
its weekly review of the British grain trade, says: 
Advantage bas been eagerly taken of the few 
days of fine weather to commence cutting wheat 
and barley, and, except in the northern counties, 
the harvest is now actively proceeding. Warm, 
breezy weather has dried much of the grain that 
was laid by previous rains, and sprouting bas 
not assumed such alarming proportions as was 
recently expected. The nights have been cold, 
and occasional frosts have in some cases dam- 
aged the unripe grain. Provided there is no 
disastrous returo of rain, some samples of new 
wheat may be expected in a few days. A few 
samples of barley bave already appeared in the 
country markets, but 


NOTHING OF ANY CONSEQUENCE. 

In Scotlaud many fields are still quite green, 
and the harvest will be at such a late season 
that, even if the days are fairly fine, the dpen- 
ing will be poor, as the heat of the sun will be 
much diminished. The yield of barley and 
wheat will both prove exceptionally deficient, 
but the continuance of fine weather may do 
something to improve the quality and condition. 

Potatoes bave more or less suffered from dis- 
ease throughout the United Kingdom. Ia the 
midland counties many acres of pof&toes have 
been plowed in as worthless. Potatoes may al- 
together be considered to have disappeared 
from the list of this season’s crops. Other root 
crops have improved slightly during the last 
few days, but are generally backward, foal, and 
unpromising.

CHECKED BY THE HEAVY ARRIVALS 

from abroad. Millers bave shown little inclina- 
tion to inerease their stocks in the face of ar- 
rivals in London, amounting to 95,000 quarters 
ud to Friday last, while speculators have been 
paralyzed by the enormous shipments from the 
American Atlantic ports. The great want of 
confidence existing in the wheat trade is due 
to the exact deficieticy in the English cropa be- 
ing still mainly a matter of conject ure, pending 
the solution of which buyers confine their pur- 
chases to the smallest possible limits. The 
weck's business bas been very light, and prices 
have flactuated but little, thoagh under a pres- 
sure of heavy supplies that little has been in the 
buyer’s favor, but not to the extent of more 
than sixpence per quarter. Dull, however, as 
trade bas beén, the condition of the rise is not 
waoting, and, having regard to the réquirements 
of the several European countries for another 
cereal, the year’s American surplus

RESULT OF THE WITHDRAWAL 


of the efforts of the Association consequent 
upon lack of funds. We have now at least 400 
persons under medical treatment. If left with- 
out assistance, 100 would most probably die in 
twenty-four bours. Scarcely has the pulse 
ceased to beat in the body of one who bas died 
with yellow-fever before mortification sets in. 

Immediate burial must occur, or the body be- 
gins to decay, and then will arise exhalations so 
strong aud destructive to human life that to go 
near it is inviting the disease and death 
itself. With 100 such bodies unburied, 
each succeeding hour would count the deaths 
by scores. Well dol remember the scenes ot 
last September when, on the 10th of that 
month, 300 dead bodies lay rotting in Memphis. 
We had but few coffins in which to bury the 
dead. "Twas while assisting to puta man in 
the coffin, whose flesh filled my hand as it 
seperated from the bone, that I received the 
poison that, on the IItb of September, gave me 
the fever. The horrible smell of festering dead 
bodies filled the air everywhere, and fifteen of 
our brave members within ten days became 
victims, nine of whom were s0 poe oo 
poisoned that they never walked the eart 

again, bat were soon numbered with the dead. 
then it was that the fever began 
to spread to the asdjoining towns and 
cities. You can well understand, then, that 
there isan absolute necessity to have those 
afflictea ones cared for, and, when death is the 
result, to have them buried at once, as without 
such attention the disease would spraed to 
every town in the land. Chicago and Memphis 
are sister cities. Will Chicago, growing as she 
is every day with thrift and prosperity, say to 
that sister, whose commerce is destroyeu, and 
who is aimost wrapped in the cold, clammy 
cloak of death, I wilistand by you in vour 
distress”?

Record of Judgments, New Suits, Divorces, 
Ete, 

Alvaro B. Graham filed a bill yesterday 
against William B. and Cyrus A. Werden and 
Cyrus H. and Leander J, McCormick, to pre- 
vent them from using his patents. He states 
that in 1808. ud afterward, he invented certain 
improvements in harvesters, covered by four 
patents numbered 67,041, 74,342, 76,346, and 
87,561. Being without money at that time, 
complainant made an assignment of the patents 
to William B. and Cyrus A. Werden to secure 
advances, and they in 1878 granted to Charles 
Coloban a sh®p-right to use the patent num- 
bered 67,041. This right or hicense was after- 
ward assigned to Cyrus H. and Lean- 
der J. McCormick. The Werdens, how- 
ever, have failed to keep their part 
of the agreement, and complainant alleges 
the contract with them has been rescinded, both 
by. express agreement and also by laches and 
lapse of time. In August, 1870, complainant 
assigned all his patents to Hugh Graham, of 
Bioomington, and warranted his title. The de- 
fendants still claim some interest, and com- 
plainant asks that the title may be settled and 
confirmed, anc the contract with the Werdens 
expressly annulled. 

TELEGRAPH CABLES. 

A dispatch from Brussels in yesterday’s TR1B- 
UNE stated that the Institute of International 
Law, in session there, had voted m 
fayor of aresolution recommending that the 
United States agree that the destruction or 
injury of submarine telegraph cables is 
an offense against the law of nations. 
This Institute, which has held sessions at 
Paris, Zurich, Geneva, and The Hague, ts com- 
posed of some of he most distinguished law- 
vers and publicists in the world. It 
embraces among its members Prof. Martens, 
of St. Petersburg, Mr. Field, of New York, 
Sir Pravase Twiss, Prof. Holland, of Oxford, 
and a numder of others of equal prominence. 
This subject of telegraphs came up at 
the Paris session which was held last 
year. Mr. Blunhschli suggested the creation 
of a new committee to study the international 
relations of postai service, telegraphs, and 
cables. The Committee was organized, and was 
directed to report regarding the protection in 
times of peace and war of submarine cables 

ssing international importance. The ac- 
tion of the Institute on this point is, of course, 
of special interst and value to this country.

EFFECT OF INFLATING PRICES TOO MUCH, 
An Eagiish writer points out with much 
force the probability of the arrest or col- 
lapse of the sudden bound of industrial 
prosperity which prevails at present in Amer- 
ica, aud which he compares to that of Ger- 
many following the payment by France of 
the 1,000 millions of indemnity exacted by 
Germany for the trouble of thrashing France. 

He points out that at the time of our panic 
in 1878 there were over a thousand millions of 
doliars of American securities held in Europe, 

of which perhaps $500,000,000 have been 
returned to the United States in payment of 
balances of trade to this country. The 
balance continues annually, and the disas- 
trous European crops have uncovered all the 
European money markets, and direct ship- 
ments of gold have now to be made. This 
demand for gold to be sent to America will 
advance the rate of interest and the value of 
gold in Europe; and under that advance it 
is possible that even the remaining Ameri- 
can securities held abroad may be sent back. 
In the meantime the whole American 
debt will be held at home, and the 
flow of gold will continue, until such a state 
of things may exist that European stocks 
and bonds will be sent to the United States 
and sold here as ours formerly were sold 
there. Under this condi non of money af- 
fairs—this period of vast prosperity and 
immense surplus of money—a season of in- 
flation and speculation will occur. There 
will be so much money seeking investment 
in this country that prices will advance ; day 
after day the prices of all city-made com- 
modities will be marked up. Wages will 
proportionately increase and lose purchasing 
power; rents and the prices of all raw 
material, except farmers’ products, will go 
up, and the money cost of manufacturing 
every description of goods will continue to 
rise under the high protection of the tar ff 
until foreign merchandise will pour into the 
country again and inuudate the market, and 


to be able to pay with her manufactures 
what she now pays with gid. 

This argument is already partially verified 
by passing events. Nearly all our bonds and 
securities held abroad have been sent home 
tous. Under the pressure of a partial fam- 
me, Europe 1s compelled to send us her gold 
to pay for food. Asa consequence of this 
plethora of coin, prices of nearly all manufac. 
tured goods in this country have alceady been 
considerably advanced. Iron in all its forms 
by successive jumps this year has increased 
in price 20 to 30 per cent; and in this in- 
stance the impériation of pig-iton, which 
had entirely ceased, has been resumed in 
large quantities. Uiider the great increase 
in price of domestic iron, it has become

the wild extravagance that follows inflation 
of prices. Money was never so abundant ; 
prices of labor rose beyond all former prece- 
dent; the numberof iron, woolen, and cot- 
ton mills in the country was more than 
doubled; speculation waxed wild; people 
got rich rapidiy, or thought they did; man- 
ufacturers erected new establishments and 
purchased new machinery; and fora time 
wealth and luxury had a gorgeous revel. It 
was then found that it cost so much to pro- 
duee everything in Germany that nothing 
produced could be sold abroad or at 
home, Foreign goods poured in and 
were imported and sold for less than they 
could be produced for at home. .German- 


‘“tmanufactured high-price stocks were not 


salable. Iron furnaces were put out, mills 
were closed, looms stopped, tens of thou- 
sands of workmen were discharged; stagna- 
tion, poverty, bankruptcy, and Communism 
followed in rapid succession the season of 
unexampled prosperity. Communism as- 
serted its idiotic and revolutionary doctrines, 
and erected its mad organization for the 
overthrow of society and the establishment 
of a Communistic soup-house Government; 
and since then Germany has been struggling 
with a degree of want and poverty previous- 
ly unknown. a 

The action of our manufacturers is in this 
same direction of inflation of prices. The 
iron and steel manufacturers have led the 
way. They have suddenly and materially 
advanced the price of iron, and all other 
branches of industry are forced to follow. 
They have fallen back upon the old suicidal 
policy of producing the least for the greatest 
money. They would rather sell 100 tons of 
pig-iron at a profit of $10 per ton than sell 
1,000 tons at a profis of $3 perton. The 
result is, that they ha@ye opened the door for 
foreign iron, and the British furnaces are 
getting into full blast again to supply this 
country. The extreme selfishness engen- 
dered by protection will rapidly exhaust that 
revival of industry wuaich, under other cir- 
cumstanees, might have been permanent. 

In the meantime, what is, and what is to 
be, the condition of the American farmer ? 
The prices of his productions are fixed by 
the foreign market. He has to sell his 
wheat, corn, meats, cheese, lard, cotion, and 
tobacco, and all other productions, at the 
price he can obtain for them in Europe, 
after deducting freights and commissions of 
middlemen. The prics in Liverpool and 
Havre, less the cost of transportation and 
other charges, is the price at which he must 
sell, 

One of the first things resulting from the 
suicidal course of inflating prices of goods 
is the general advance iu the cost of trans- 
portation by the railroads. Every cent add- 
ed to the expense of transportation is that 
much taken from the value of farm products 
in the hands of the producer. By a like 
combination ocean freiguts are also advanced. 
The farmer, compelied to sell, and plundered 
by the transportation companies, does not 
receive as much for his breadstuffs 
and provisions as he did before the re- 
vival of industry, and at the same 
time is compelied to pay much more for 
everything he has to buy. The cost of his 
clothing, the cost of lumber, of building 
material, of nails and hardware, of all man- 
ner of tools and utensils, of his household 
furniture, of his glass, crockery, and iron- 
ware, of his stores, of his leather goods, 
aud of everything not produced on his land, 
is duily increasing, and before the present 
crop is sold the prices will be marked up to 
the highest figure. With his own produc- 
tions selling for the petty share left him by 
the railroads, and compelled to pay an 
evormous advance on ali he has to buy, his 
condition under this era of prosperity prom- 
ises to be most unfortunate. He is between 
the two blades of the shears: low prices for 
his products and high prices for all he pur- 
chases.

removal to the jail, whither he was accom- 
panied by his wife, daughter, and three sons, 
for protection against the mob. The officers 
of the law could give them no protection. 
It is too much to expect in the State of 
Missinsippi, where there is no law but the 
law of violence, no rule but mob-rule. The 
mob broke into the jail aud swarmed up the 
stairs, armed with pistols and shot-guns. 
Some of them broke down the door with 
axes, while others fired through the grating. 
One wretch, named Rosszr, who paid for his 
fiendishness with his life, shot the little boy 
Jounny, and, with an oath, threatened to 
shoot ConxxLIA, the daughter, if she did not 
get out of the way. After he had slaugh- 
teréd the little fellow a shot struck him and 
killed him, whereupon the cowardly pack 
ran down the stairs, threatening to fire the 
jail. The bloody scene that followed we 
give in Mrs. Ontsoum’s own language: 


When I got in I found that Joanny was dead. 
His clothes were on fire, and I wet my fingers in 
his blood and put out the fire. CorneLia thought 
that she had put out the fire. but she did not com- 
plete the work. They had borne the body behind 
the Cages, 80 as to prevent him being trampied to 
pieces. The crowd cried out. Fire the jail,” 
and we feared we shouid be burned out. We got 
everything in readiness to leave. My daughter 
said, as we started down the stairs, that Jounny 
dred an easy death, and that it was better to de 
shot than to be burned to death. When we got to 
the foot of the stairs we were stopped by the grat- 
ing- door. Here Guiry had a gun pointed through 


the grate, and I thought he was going to shoot me; 


but be turned the barrel back and forth to aim at 
my husband. I cried out to Mr. Cuisotm, ‘Down!’ 
My daughter threw ber arms about ber father's 
neck, and criea out, Have you not had 
blood enough for one day? if you yant more, 
take mine, and -pare my precious papa.’ Mr. 
GULLY turned the gun again and sbot her im the 
arm, vreaking ber braceiet, and driving the crushed 
edges into her arm. He stepped back then, and 
that let as out of the stairway to the first floor. 
and we tried to take refuge behind some boxes in 
the rear end Of the ball. My husband had already 
received several shots, and was now shot once 
more, this time in the hip. My daughter received 
in all Ave shots in the calf of the leg, one in the 
heel, one in the arm, and her arm was shattered, for 
I heard the rattle of the bones when I tied up her 
arm with a handkercmef. Her face was streaming 
with blood. We paused there and the crowd with- 
Grew. She went to the door to ask for heip, and 
some one shot her in the leg. She ran back and 
told me of it, and I cautioned her not to go to the 
door again. Some help came in, and we carried 
Mr. Cutsolz home, I carrying his nead, CLAY, our 
son, bie limbs, and the aid his arms. On our way 
some men came after us, and Connetia held up 
her bleeding arm and pleaded for help.” 


But no help came for the heroic girl. Her 
brother was dead. Her father died. The 
mob threatened to exterminate the rest of 
the family. She lingered along for a fort- 
night, bearing her pain with Spartan forti- 
tude, and died a déath as exalted and heroic 
as any of the Christian martyrs. In all the 
records of personal courage, nothing is 

nothing more infinitly touching and 
beautiful, than the picture of this weak, 
slight girl clinging to her father to shield 
him from the bullets of the savages, and bid- 
ding the bloodthirsty cowards to kill her but 
save her precious papa.”

Heretofore the trade of 
the Levant has to some extent been mo- 
nopolized by Marseilles. Such foreign trade

The report of M. Gurerarp has given 
vitality to a scheme, which had been previ- 
ously proposed, for building a railroad from 
Jaffa to Jerusalem, and the construction of 
this road by French capital et an early date 
seems not improbable. 
report have attracted serious attention in 
France to resources in Palestine which here- 
tofore have been of no value, and by means 
of which, it is claimed, a large trade can be 
developed. The Dead Sea is capable of 
furnishing chlorate of potash in inexhausti- 
ble quantities, and at prices which would 
defy competition. In its vicinity com- 
mon salt and enormous quantities 
lignite, petroleum, and bitumen can be 
obtained at slight cost. It is probable 
that the bitumen particularly can there be 
more easily obtained and is of a better qual - 
ity than in any other part of the world. Be- 
sides these trade facilities which Jaffa pre- 
seuts, its advantages as a starting point for 
French railroad enterprise in Asia cannot be 
excelled. If the English road from Tripoli, 
in Syria, to the Persian Gulf is ever built, 
efforts will undoubtedly be made by the 
French to connect it, at some point 
Damascus, by a branch leading to Jerusalem 
and thence to Jaffa.

A Cold Wave Sweeps Down upon the 
Plarue-Ridden City—The Death- List 
Larger Than on Any Day During the 
Epidemile— Funds Badiy Needed,

wave struck this latitude this afternoon, the 
thermometer dropping suddenly to sixty-five de- 
grees, with a cold northwest wind blowing, caus- 
ing the healthy element to wrap their anatomy 
close about with winter raiment.

state of affairs out there. He says: We have 
had five new cases of vyellow-fever, ail 
in the family of Mr. J. B. Houck, and 
three deaths, two white and one colored. 
In fact, the fever seems to de very fatal, two of 
the above persons dying after only three days’ 
illness.

AN AWFUL CRIME. 
By Telegraph to New York Heraia, 

WILKESmnBRE, Pa., Sept. 7.—An almost in- 
credible story of moral turpitude has been dis- 
closed in connection with the Dimmock camp- 
meeting in Susquehanna County, which closed 
its sessions during the past week, a knowledge 
of which first came to light last Tuesday even- 
ing at the deathbed of a Miss Waterman, who 
resided with ber parents near Montrose. The 
deceased was aged about 19, the daughter of a 
reputable family, very beautiful and well edu- 
cated, and much respected in the better circles 
of society. 

The story of the awful crime which resulted 
in her death is briefly told as follows: Miss 
Waterman, in company with a sister, went to 
the camp-meeting on Saturday, both intending 
to remain over Sunday with friends on the 
ground. On Saturday evening the sister of the 
deceased acceptea an invitation from a young 
man of the pneighborbood to take a short car- 
riage drive. They drove toward the abode of 
the Watermans, the young lady placing coufl- 
dence in the assurance of ber escort that her 
sister had expressed der intention of 
réturning that evening with a friend. 
Upon arriving at her home she alighted 
and remained there. ‘The sequel aflords 
strong circumstantial evidence that it was a 
deiiberately-concocted pian to separate the sis- 
ters. Be this as it may, nothing was seen of 
the Miss Waterman who remained on the 
ground until late on Sunday night, when a car- 
riage halted in front of ner parents’ residence, 
and her prostrate form was carriea by two dis- 
guised persons from the vehicle into the house, 
the front door yielding easily to the manipula- 
tions of ove of the unknown men. The unton- 
scious gir! was laid upon the flour, and the men 
hastily deparred before the in.oates of the 
house could intercept them. When the 
parents came to where their daughter lay 
they found her a raving maniac, and from 
ber occastonal femarks and the appearance of 
her clothing and hair they suspected what was 
but too well verified since by medical examina- 
tion, that her condition was owing to oft-re- 
peated outrages inflicted upon her. She lin- 
gered along until Tuesday evening, when sbe 
expired. At vo time was she wholly conscious 
of ber surroundings, but from ber incoherent 
speech itis bemeved that- Miss Waterman was 
deceived by false representations to take a walk 
with a young man with whom sbe had a neigh- 
borly acquaintance, and, when in a secluded 
spot previously agreed upon, she was set upon 
by a pumber of young men and the diabolical 
crime consummated.

The Firemen's National Convention..A New 
Postal Scheme—Gen, Grant and the Darien

HYDROPHOBIA. 


Three Possible Cases, 

Eight. days ago this morning 3 coach dog, 
which gave every indication of madness, ran 
through Lincoln Park and bit several people, 
until the gardenér, Christian Mathie, shot it 
dead. There is every probability that 
some of those who were bitten 
will be beard from at some future day. Au- 
thony Arnold, of No. 401 Webster avenue, was 
bitten on the left hand, and, although the 
wounds were not deep enough to draw blood, 
the band and arm is swelled and inflamed, and 
the blood is clotted beneath the skin. The 
virus certainly impregnated the blood, bat 
whether it will cause hydrophobia can only be 
shown in time tocome. Mr. Arnold is some- 
what superstitious about the affair, and bas that 
against him, as hydropbobia is said to be some- 
times the result of the imagination alone. One of 
the superstitions is that the eighth day always 
brings some change cither for the better or 
worse, and it is quite safe to say that Mr. Arnold 
will watch his conduct this day more closely 
than be has ever done before. Another of those 
bitten was Mr. Driscoll, the keeper 
of the animals. He bad thirteen 
tooth- marks upon his bands, aud 
was also poisoned by the virus. He left for In- 
diana Monday evening to try the effects of the 
mad-stone. A third man who was bitten, and 
whose name was not ment‘oned in the accounts 
of the affair published at the time, is Frank 
Hettkar, of No. 643 North Franklin street. The 
index-finger of his rigut hand was torn to the 
bone, and the wound bas not yet healed. All 
three ‘mer have been getti their wounds 
dressed every other day by Dr. Gwinne. The 
physician is, of course, unable to state how the 
cases will terminate, but is of the opinion that 
if the virus was hydro in its pature it 
would have manifested itself iv a more violent 
form in a shorter space of time than eigat days, 
= + ge where the inoculation was so com- 
plete.

A NEW SOUTHWESTERN POOL. 

The General Managers and Freight Agents of 
the roads leading to Missouri River points, held 
another meeting at Commissioner Midgley's 
office yesterday to take further action in regard 
to equalizing the West-bouhd through business 
to the Missouri. A letter was received from 
Commissioner Fink, in which that gentleman 
proposes that in the perceotages awarded to the 
Chicago roads of the bustness from New York 
to Missouri River points there be included the 
canal and lake business. The circular found no 
favor with the Chicago managers, and they 
felt rather put out” that so unjust 
a proposition should be made. A 
protest against the proposition was 
at once sent to Commissioner Fink. If such 
an arrangement shoul be made, the Chicago 
roads would lose about one-half of their 
through business to Missouri River points, and 
the roads east from this city would hardly get 
anything. It might, with some degree of jus- 
tice, be proposed that the river business from 
St. Louis be included in the percentages. 

After a long discussion as to the best means 
of avoiding further complications as regards 
the distribution of the west-bound business 
among the roads leading to Missouri River 
— from Chicago, it was decided that the 

urimgton, Rock Island, aud Alton Railroads 
should determine the rates, after which it was 
agreed to fix the percentages of the various 
roads hereafter. The pool is to date back to 
Sept. 1. A dispatch was sent to the agents of 
the three roads informing them of the action 
taken, and instructing them not to deviate from 
the regular tariff on any account. 


THE CHICAGO & WEST INDIANA. 

It is ramored that the Mayor intends to veto 
the ordinance passed by the Council Monday 
evening giving the right. to the Chicago & 
Western Indiana to cross certain streets in 
coming into the city. The Managers of 
the road feel sanguine, however, that if the 
Mayor should dothis the ordinance would be 
passed over his veto, as it was passed in the 
first place by considerable more than a two- 
thirds majority, and ali the respectable Alder- 
men voting for it. 

If the ordinance become a law, the construc- 
tion of the road will be commenced at 
once. The line from the city limits 
to Fourteenth street bas been definitly de- 
cided upon, most of the property 
secured. From Fourteenth street to Van 
Buren the line has not yet been definitly lo- 
cated. There are four lines from that point un- 
der consideration,—between State and Third 
avenue, between Fourth avenue and Dearborn, 
between Fourth avenue and Clark, and between 
Clark and Pacific avenue. It depends all upon 
the stand taken by the property-holders which 
of these four lines will be finally selected. 

The managers say they will erect a fine and 
commodious depot, one that will be an orna- 
ment to the city, but ite exact location cannot 
be stated until it has been decided what route 
the road will use from Fourteenth street to 
Van Buren. Any way it will be on Van Buren, 


somewhere between State street and Pacific: 


avenue. 

There is still considerable speculation as to 
what roads will come in by the new line. It 
isfunderstood that it will be used by the Chicago 
& Eastern Ii!inois,, ington & Quincy, Alton, 
and Grand Trunk, and probably also the Balti- 
more & Ohio. If thete reports be true, the new 
depot to be erected will become of much more 
importance than was‘ generally expected. 

A large meeting of citizens was beld Monday 
evening at the Englewood Hose House to talk 
over the most advisable route through the vil- 
lage for the Western Indiana Railroad. Mr. Ira 
Nichols was elected Chairman ana Mr. Tousley 
Secretary. Speeches were made by the following 
gentlemen: Messrs. Nichols, Burckey, Rich, 
Fagan, Muirhead, Kimmey, Webb, Veeder, 
Woodbury, Jenkins, and Baaenock, which 
showed a great diversity of opinion in regard 
to the most feasible route for the road to take. 
While all were friendly to the road on account 
of the low rate of fare which they propose to 
carry passengers for, there was a fear that some 
of the best property might be injured by a too 
close proximity of the tracks of the road. On 
motion of Mr. Veeder, the Chair was instructed 
to appoint a committee of three to confer with 
the officers of the road. The Committee was 
afterwards increased to five, and consists of the 
following gentiemen: Messrs. Condit, Burckey, 
MeGurn, Nichols, and Fagan. The meeting ad- 
journed, subject to the call of the Committee. 


THE ST. LOUIS, WABASH & PACIFIC. 

There can be no longer any doubt that the 
stockholders of the Wabash and the St. Louis, 
Kansas City & Northern will ratify the action 
of their Directors in consolidating the two 
roads, at their meeting at Toledo and St. Louis 
on the 14th inst., a majority of the stockholders 
having siguitied their intention to vote for the 
scheme. The new line will de named tne “ St. 
Louis, Wabash & Pacific Railroad,“ and its 
general headquarters will be in St. Louis. As 
already stated in Tus IAU, Mr. J. C. 
Gault, Assistant General Manager of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, has accepted 
the position of General Manager of the con- 
solidated lines. It was at one time believed that 
Mr. William Bond, formerly General Manager 
of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas, would become 
the President of the new line, but the slate has 
since been rearranged, and Mr. Bond has been 
thrown overboard. Mr. Cyrus W. Field, at 
present Presideot of the Wabash, will be the 
President of the consolidated line, with head- 
quarters at New York. Mr. B. W. Lewis, Pres- 
ident of the St. Louis, Kansas City & North- 
ern, will be First Vice-President, and Mr. A. L. 
Hopkins, at present Vice-President and General 
Manager of the Wabash, will be Second Vice- 
President, with headquarters at New York. 
Mr. T. McKissock, General Superintendent of 
the St. Louis, Kansas City & Northern, will in 
all probability be the General Superintendent 
of the pew line, and Mr. David Dudley Field 
will be General Solicitor. As regards the other 
Officials of the new line, nothing has yet been 
decided upon. 


REMOVED. 

Col. F. E. Hinckley is no longer Receiver of 
the Chicago, Pekin & Southwestern Railroad. 
At Joliet yesterday Judge McRoberts removed 
him from his position and appointed Mr. Samuel

GRAND TRUNK AND GREAT WEST- 
ERN. . 

The London Times publishes the following in 
regard to the “joint-purse” arrangement be- 
tween the Grand Trunk and Great Western 
Railways of Canada: 


We have received a copy of another long and 
argumentative letter sent by the President of the 
Grand Trank of Canada Railway Company to the 
Board of the Great Western of Canada Company. 
The principal pointof this letter—which is too 
long to print entire—deals with the ** joint-perse”’ 
arrangement. As to that arrangement, the Great 
Western Board doubted whether it would be wise 
for their company to surrender their independence. 
It urged that. should any disagreement subsequeut- 
ly arise between the two companies leading the 
Grand Trunk Company to withdraw, the Great 
Western might suffer joss. To this objection Sir 
Henry Tyler replies as follows: 

he Grand Trunk Directors are in a position 
to reassure the Great Westeru Directors on this 
point, as they would be willing to insure the per- 
manence of a joint-purse agreement by two 
methods, either of which would suffice. The 
Grand Trunk Company would (1) undertake to seek, 
and have no doubt of being able to obtain, in com- 
bination with the Great Western Company, the 
formal sanction to the agreement of the Dominion 
Legislature; and they would (2) be prepared to 
place the two companies under one management 
in Canada. There would then remain no possibil- 
ity of withdrawal, and no incentive to competition 
or diversity of interests having any tendency to 
lead to such withdrawal. 

The letter then goes on to point out that there 
are two courses Open to the two companies, —either 
to unite once for all on fair terms in a general di- 
vision of receipts, with union of management, etc., 
or to do the opposite. The Grand Trunk Directors 

refer union to bostile division, and regret that the 
irectors remaining on the Great Western Board 
de not seem to hare the same preference. Ap- 


‘pended to this letter is a telegraphic communica- 


tion from Mr. ‘Thomas Swinyard, formeriy Gen- 
eral Manager of the Great Western Company. It 
isso important in its bearing on the question at 
issue that we quote it entire: 

I have read * much interest the communi- 
cations which hdve recently passed between the 
Great Western and Grand Trunk Companies. You 
may receive my opinion for what it is worth, but I 
take the opportunity to say that it is the same to- 
day as it was at the close of 1800, when I retired 
from the management of the Great Western Com- 
pany, namely: That its true policy is a fusion of 
gross receipts with the Grand Tronk Company from 
ail sources, competitive or otherwise, and a per- 
centage division of the same to each company, with 
such an allowance for working expenses that it 
may become the object of both interests to econo- 
mize in every department and direction. 

‘+ A joint Board of committees should be estab- 
lished on both sides of the Atlantic, whether there 
be one responsible managerortwo. The agree- 
ment should be a fixed period of at least fifteen or 
twenty-one years; no shorter period, agreement, or 
arrangement that would leave open any induce- 
ment for one company to gain apon the other or 
neutralize in any way the advantages of complete 
harmony should de made; and, moreover, what- 
ever agreement is come to, it is, in my opinion, of 
paramount importance that both companies soould 
jointiy work their systems to Chicago, by owning 
or controlling a line into that city, either from 
Sarnia or Detroit. 

It such a policy as this had been pursued ten 
years ago, when the Great Western Company was 
in a prosperous condition, and when I met at New 
York a delegation of the Directors from England 
for the purpose of submitting my plans to them 
for the future, many of the misfortunes that have 
since occurred would have been altogether es- 
caped, and both companies’ interests blended, to 
to the great advantage of shareholders and bond- 
holders and all concerned. 


‘RAILWAY LEASES. 
The New York Financial Chronicle bas the 
following concerning railway leases: 


This week one of the most important transac- 
tions bas been consummated in the lease to the 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Company of the 
Burlington, Cedar Rapids & Northern—the same 
lease in substance having already Been offered io 
and accepted by the Chicago & Northwestern Kail- 
way. The eagerness of this sort of operation, in 
which reorganized railroads are taken up with a 
permanent guarantee of interest and dividends, is 
worthy of the thoughtful censideration of stock- 
holders. Tbe leases in most, M not all, cases re- 
quire their approval, and if there ie any question 
in each case whether or not the lease wili be re- 
munerative, the 1 ——— meet with thorough 
investigation when it ie presented to stocxholders 
for their approval. Atal! events, and without re- 
gard to any specified leases or contracts, it is evi- 

ent to tne most casual observer that our railroad 
history is repeating itself. From 1868 to 1873, in 
the five years preceding the panic, the large rail- 
road corporations were extending themselves in 
every direction, and leases and consolidations 
were very numerous, it being rather the exception 
than the rule that a prominent railroad corpora- 
tion did not absorb all the minor lines within its 
reach. The two most notable exceptions to this 
policy at that lime were the New York Central and 
Chicago & Rock Island Companies, for, although 
the former did consolidate with the Hudson River 
and lease the Harlem Roads, these were already 
virtuaily a part of the main line, and the Central 
never ourdened itself with lateral roads. So far 
as these two roads are concerned, their relatively 
cautious management at that tune has been suffi- 
ciently justitied oy the result, as both have earned 
and paid in every year since a dividend of not less 
than 8 percent. It would be far too broad an as- 
sertion that leases do not pay the lessee in case the 
net earnings of the leased road fall short of the 
rental paid, because the business of the main line 
derived from the leased road may be more than 
sufficient to equal the deficit, or the location of the 
leased road may be sucb that itis a paramount ne- 
cessity for the lessee to have control of it. But 
the pu of taese remarks is simply to call the 
attention of stockholders to the fact that a perma- 
nent lease at a fixed rental is a contract of so great 
and iaeting importance for or aguinst the interests 
of tne lessee company that it snouid never be en- 
tered into without tne most careful consideration.

ART NOTES. 


Water Colors at the Exposition—The Hasel. 
tine R ception. ' 

To the artist and connoisseur the collection 
of water colors in Gallery C, Exposition Build- 
ing, will offer as many attractions as any other 
portion of the Art Hall, not even excepting the 
loan collection of off paintings in the adjoming 
room. To the general public they are not so 
taking, simply because they are not 80 large 
and apparently not so illuminated with wealth 
of color. There is, however, a gradual awaken- 
ing in or of water-color art, and with the 
annual occurrence of these exhibitions the day 
is not far distant when this branch of the lim- 
ner’s profession will meet with as much popular 
favor as it has already received in England and 
France. 

The general tone of the collection is quiet 
and tender, largely given to pastoral scenes. 
There is scarcely an attempt to depict Nature 
in her wilder moods, ana in the figure pieces 
only the most trivial and commonplace of 
domestic incidents have been portrayed. 

Autumn on the Delaware 85 (505), is a tran- 

scription in a minor key of the hazy atmospbere 
and brilliant coloring of an October. day. 
Different in tone, but in perfect harmony with 
the subject, is An Eager and a Nipping Air“ 
(600). Both are from the studio of Jervis 
McEntee. Three of the most pronounced 
pictures in the collection. A Roadside Scene 
606), “Sunset Among the Willows” (568), 
and Pines (568), are from the easel of J. F. 
Ourrier, a young American artist, who spent 
several years at Munich, They are distinguished 
Dy a treatment of the broadest possible kind. 
Huge splashes of color without shape or form, 
apparently without the slightest direction, form 
apicturein Ine side Scene” that, on 
near examination, betrays nothing but a color- 
box laboring under an attack of delirium. At 
the distence of thirty or forty feet the masses 
of color take shape, and there is a portrait of a 
November day. A few dead leaves cling to the 
almost denpded branches; the solid trunks 
stand out against a dull ſeaden sky, and along 
the roadside are occasional suggestions of a 
verdure that was once brilliant with the tint of 
summer. he Sunset“ is much less success- 
fal. The willows bave no character; in fact, 
they would answer equally as well for peach- 
trees, and there is a muddiness about the sun- 
light that is far from pleasing. Pines“ 
is intermediate: it is neither as good 
as the first-named, nor as unsatisfactory 
as the second. Mr. Currier has made a de- 
parture from the generally accepted canons and 
traditions; its results in at least one examole 
are none the less truthful. Pietrasanta, of 
Rome, is represented by two charming little 
studies from Mie. Musing (507), and a Ro- 
mao Figure” (696), which are h uidled with ease 
and grace. Shurtleff, of New York, contributes 
three landscapes and one marine (508, 528, 597, 
and 605), each of which bas a marked individual- 
ity. The sky and rocky foreground in the ma- 
rine (528) are all that the most careful student 
of Nature could ask for. 

“The Hot Springs (510), by Thomas Moran, 
is a fantastic tit of color, rather bard in draw- 
ing and effect. Its proper place is in the studio. 
Two studies from olden time drapery “ Hide 
and Seek” (512), and the “New Novel“ 
(G10), by Satterlee, are pleasing in color, 
though there is an error in the drawing 
of the former. My Husband’s Portrait“ (515 
by Baugnielt, of Paris,—two ladies, one in wid- 
ow’s weeds, looking at a portrait, of which only 
a sectional line of the frame is seen,—lacks 
farce. The faces are stippled, after he manner 
of ivory portraits. An attempt somewhat after 
the manner of Rembrandt is “Thread the

“The Old settler” (321), by Hopkinson Smith, 
ie barren of idea, and depends too much on 
glazine to give depth of color. Spinning 
(322). by Svmington, 2 an old lady with 
an old-iashioned wheel and distaff. In some 
réspects it suggests Wood's “Threading the 
Needie “, but is much softer uſd more agreeable 
in feeling. Britener contributes four charm ng 
studies: The Old Orchard by the Sea” (523), 
“Old Scituate Harbor” (538), “Noon at the 
Seaside (560), and “Beneath the Cliffs” 
(503). All are good, particulariy so in 560,— 
a young lady seated ip a dismantied boat on the 
seashore. Samuel Colman contributes two street 
seenes—** Market-Day” in Brittany” (530), 
which is much more ambitious than effective. 
The drawing is bad in many instances, notadl; 
so iu the animes, and there is a flatness to the 
picture that is disagreeable. The ** street Scene 
in Algiers ’’ (679) is superior iu every respect. 
Pranishnikoff, a Russian artist now domiciled 
in New York, is represented bya very spirited 
sketch of a couple of hunters returuing home 
with the proceeds of their aav’s labor,—a brace 
of bears on asicigh. The dreary landscape and 
all the concomitants of an out-door winter's day 
are well depicted. “A Windy Day“ (535) is an 
exceedingly spirited drawing of a young lady 
walking on the beach in a svanking breeze, It 
is one of the best pictures in the collection. 
Henry Muhrman. of New York, loans a quartet, 
ali of which are valuable contributions to the 
exhibition. Two sketches irom South Cove, N. 
J. G and 541), are strong bits of color. The 
"hujosopher ”’ (573), a half-paked, emaciated per- 
son ilttently poriug over an antiquated tome, 
though somewhat repulsive in general effect, is 
a masterly exhibition of technique, It is truly 
valuable in a studio collection. The Grand 
Cboir”’ in a Bavarian’ church (608) shows con- 
ciusively the versatility of Mr. Muhrman. The 
urgan loft, merble columns, floor, and the 
clerical procession, béaded by the acolytes, are 
devicted with a truthtulness that is stereo- 


scott ic. 

Miss Nellie Jacobs, of New York, contributes 
two chara ug little genres, — A Dream of Long 
Ago” (577) and “Old Songs * (680). Dry 
Bones (586), a dilapidated old hulk, by Arthur 
Quartiey, is not excelled by any picture in the 
collection. It is a veritable’ transcription from 
Nature. Twe companion pieces, The Coach- 
img Club” (645) and “The Boating Club” 
(609), by J. C. Thour, are spirited descrip- 
sions of childish amusements. Heorv Farrer 
contributes a large view of October,“ in 
hien the almost leafless trees and duli leaden 
sky dre faithfully represented. The picture, 
however, is lacking in concentration of effect.

The Rev. Dr. McChesney Goes to 
Burlington, la. 


The Sinai Oongregation Has Not Yet 
Beoured a Pastor. 


DR. M’CHESNEY. 

A Tritone reporter called yesterday at the 
residence of Dr. 8. McChesney, pastor of the 
Park Avenue Methodist Episcopal Church, in 
connection with that gentlemau's recent call to 
a chureh iu Buritngton, Ia., by the Conference 
sitting in that city. Dr. MeChesney stated that 
he had received the call, and that, though he 
had objected at first to accepting it, he had been 
induced to recoasider bis determination. He 
also produced the following telegrams, which 
explain the matter more fully. The telegram 
which contained the first intimation of the de- 
sire of the Burlington Uonlerence was as fol- 
lows: 

Bunimcror, la., Sept. 5, 1879.—The Rev. S. 
McChesney. Chicago: Are you prepared to enter- 
taio à proposition for transfer to this Conference? 
Answer immediateiy. Mancus Simpson. 

To this telegram Mr. MeChesney repliea, “I 
cannot come.“ 

A second telegram came from Bishop Harris, 
presid ing over the lowa Conference, as follows: 

Buriineton, Is., Sept. 6, 1879.+5S. McChes- 
ney, ee Woule you come to the First 
Church, Burlington, —a consoliaation of old Zion 
and Division Street Churches? 

Writ L. Harnrs, Bishop. 

At the same time that Bishop darris sent this 
telegram to Mr. McChesney he sent another to 
Bishop Merrill, of this city, as follows: 

BuR.ineros, Ia. Sept. 6. 1879. —B' shop Merrill, 
Chicago: I want McChesney; Have telegrapned 
him. See him and heip me. Wri.isam L. Harris. 

Mr. McChesney visited Bishop Merrill, but 
that functionary would not hear of his declining 
the call, remarking that he could not talk with 
him, as he (Bishop Merrill) had been retained on 
the other side. 

Yesterday came another urgem telegram, 
which is given, with Mr. McChesney’s answer: 

Bunt maro, Ia., Sept, 8.—S. McChesney, Chi- 
cago; I want you. The Church unanimousiy asks 
foryou. The appointment is ürst-etass. Will you 
accept the transfer? Answer immediately, as

The last telegram from the Bishop was ‘as 
follows: 

Burirmnaton, Ia., Sept. 8, 1879.—Your transfer 
will be announced in the morning. Conference 
will adjourn about noen. WX. L. Hagris. 

Mr. McChesney stated that the church to 
which he has been called is avery strong one, 
both in regard to the size of the congregation 
and its property, the combined members of the 
two churches named reaching 500, while their 
real estate is worth in the neighborhood of 
$40,000. It is their intention to build a new 
church shortly; in the «meantime the Zion 
Church will be occupied by the united bodies. 
He stated that be left his congregation in the 
Park Avenue Church with regret, adding 
that that was the fourth he has 
been cdnnetted with in this city. 
The first pulpit de occupied in Chicago 
was that of the Wabash Avenue Church, which 
was destroyed in the great fire, and sulse- 

uently fitted up and used as a Post-Office; 
then Wabash and Trinity; then Trinity alone, 
and finally the church which he is now leaving— 
in all a service of over six years, the present be- 
ing the third year at the Park Avenue Church. 


SINAI CONGREGATION. 

Sinai Congregation held its regular semi-an- 
nual meeting last evening in the lecture-room 
of the Temple, corner of indiana avenue and 
Twenty-fret street. Mr. M. Sels. Presi- 
dent of the congregation, occupied the chair. 
The first thing dome was to bounce everybody 
in the shape of a newspaper man, and to run 
the proceedings thereafter in fancied seclusion 
and supposed privacy. But as there are several 
ways of skinning a cat, eo there are various 
schem es of getting at the true inwardness of 
secret meetings, and, the reporter’s hearing be- 
ine good, he adopted the one which, in view 
of the topografy of the place, first and 
most nituraily suggested itself to him. 
The proceedings turned out to be of 
the most tame and commonplace sort, 
however, so that, for all the harm it might have 
done, the meeting might as well have been heid 
out on the sidewalk, andapremiam offered 
passers-by to stay and take it in. Allowing for 
possible errors, due to the vicious articulation 
on the part of some of the speakers, the report 
is sabstantially as correct as it would have been 
had the meeting omitted the bouncing act. 

Early in the proceeding the secret conclave 
struck a enag Of insignificant proportions, which 
nevertheless let loose a flood of talk. Mr. Lov w- 
euthal raised his voice to say that there had 
deen no special meeting called thirty days after 
the famous meeting of June 17, as should have 
been dove. What he desired was that this fail- 
ure to call one should be entered on the record. 
This brought forth, among other things, a state- 
ment from the President to the effect that he was 
new to the office, but that he hoped within 
the next six months to perform its functions 
to the better satislaction of all concerned. This 
little explanation, together with the triumph 
which Mr. Loewenthal experienced in getting 
the substance of his protest on the minutes. 
seemed to mollify that gentleman and to re- 
store harmony for the time being. 

The question of securing a new minister was 
next broached, and one member wanted the 
President and Secretary to advertise,“ as he 
put it, for a suitable person to fill that position 
at a salary of $3,600 per year and the free 
use of the parsonage. The President suggested 
that, since there was barely a quorum present, 
it was hardly fair to bring up the subject for 
discussion and possible action, and the result 
was that the matter was dropped. 

A report on the condition of the Sunday- 
schoo! was then read and adopted, and, on mo- 
tion of Mr. Loewenthbal, the Presideut was re- 
quested to call a special meeting of the congre- 
gation within the next tbirty Gays to discuss 
matters of interest to ite welfare, including the 
minister and the school questions. 

Mr. Judah, the Fimancial Secretary, was called 
upon for bis report. He stated, in response, 
that he bad not the time to prepare a detailed 
statement of the figures, and could oniy give re- 
suits. The total receipts for the six months 
had been $7,830, the expenditures $7,261, and 
the belance ou hund was $569. On motion of 
Mr. Rosenthal, the gentieman was requested to 
prepare a report ia detail at iis earliest conven- 
lence. 

‘The President stated that the congregation 
had been fortunate in securing the services of 
the Rev. Mr. Samfield, of Memphis, Tenn., to 
preach for them next Sunday and through the 
coming holidays, which begin on the 18th. 

Un motion of Mr. Leooold Ma er, it was de- 
cided to rent the parsonage, r the Tem- 
ple, for one year from the ist of May next, if 
necessarv. 

The sudjeet of the sale of the property on 
the corner of Van Buren street and Third ave- 
nue was then taken up. This property, it is 
said, cost $62,500, and the best offer the congre- 
gation has received is one of $20,000. It was 
decided, after a good deal of talk, to leave the 
matter in the hunds of Mr. Snydacker, who has 
the interests of the congregation at beart, and 
who will not see the property sacrificed if he 
can help it. 

Mr. Judah read atelegram from Memphis in 
regard to the condition of the Jewish people 
there, and it was decided to take up a collection 
for the penefit of the yellow-iever sufferers on 
New-Year’s Day,.the 18th. Messrs. Judah, 
Loewenthal, Snydecker, and Leopold were ap- 
pointed a committee to take charge of and ſor- 
ward the money thus secured to its proper des- 
tipation. 

At this point the conclave broke up, and the 
reporters gave their tired ears a muca-needed 
rest.

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VIRGINIA GOLD-MINING. 
Vile Treatment of Northern Laborers in the 
South. 


From Our Own Correspondent. . 

Wasurnoton, D. C., Sept. 6.—“ What you 
really need is to go to work. You should have 
more schools, and enterprise, and thrift, ana 
less reckiesness of life; less hatred of what vou 
call ‘carpet-baggers,’—‘d—d Yankees.’ Your 
business-enterprises should be conducted more 
with piety, and less with pistols. What Missis- 
sippi necds to-day is more corn and cotton, and 
less cussedness; more milis and more manii- 
ness, less murdefs and less moooshiners. What 
would improve South Carolina is more hams, 
and fewer Hamburgs. She shouid raise borses 
and hogs more, and hell less.“ 
Horr, the new Congressional humorist from 
Michigan, have deen confirmed by the expe- 
rience of almost every Northern man who has 
had anything to do with the South. Their truth- 
fulness is verified by the story that an old Cal- 
ifornta miner, who has just, abandoned mining 
in Virginia, tells here. I shall let him tell it as 
nearly as possible in his own words: 

It seems,“ be said, a st e proceeding 
for a California miner to have ndoned the 
the Gold State and settled upon amine to the 
Old Dominion. It is not generally known in 
tne North that gold, as well as other minerals, 
is found in paying quantities in several of the 
Southern States. td mines in the region of 
Fredericksburg, Va., have, for many years, been 
worked at large vrofit,. A single mine in one 
year vielded $500,000. There are three mines in 
that district which will produce 15 per cent au- 
nually upon the capital invested. All that 
region where the Battie of the Wilderness was 
fought is auriſerous: and a good placer-miner 
cap rely upon $5 daily as a minimum, with the 
chances of a greater sum. But Virginia has no 
capital of her own, or not enough to organize 
the large corporations necessary to successtul 
mining. Norimern capital must do the work, 
if itis done. And Northern capital is not now 
secking investments in States that are trying to 
repudiate their just debts, and that refuse to 
treat Northern immigrants with proper consid- 
eration. That was our trouble. Before the 
Company was entirely organized and the plant 
made, the Virginians were of the Oily-Gammon 
kind, and could not do or say too many pieasant 
things; but, once the enterprise was estabiis 
and the money placed there, we could hear 
nothing but ‘d—d Yankees.’ Now, lam nota 
Yankee, and never lived in a Yankee State. 1 
married my wife in California. I never med- 
died with politics in Virginia, and never desired 
to. Yet we were treated in she most inhospita- 
ble and malignant manner; aud I have aban- 
doned mining in that State solely for the reason 
that, being a Northern man, I canvot live there 
and bave any peace or comfort with my family.” 

This is the story that many Nor nern immi-

The President, 
Mrs. Annie Schock, who objected to the repre- 
sentatives of the press remaining to report the 
action of the meeting, explained that the object 
of the Association was twofold; firstly, to be 
a source of profit to its promoters, who in- 
tended to form a joint stock company 
to carry out their plans; secondly, the instruc- 
tion of women in various methods of protitable 
labor. The President had secured an unoccu- 
pied house at No. 55 West Lake street, where 
women would be received and instructed io the 
art of cloak making and o:her useful womanly em- 

loyments, they being provided with board and 
fodging gratis while receiving such instruction. 
The President explained further that the labor 
of these women would pay the managers of the 
home for the care taken of and les- 
sous given to the inmates. She also 
stated that another object of the home 
would be the care of the children of such women 
as desired them to be looked after while they 
were at work inthe city. It was intimated at 

Tastitation has suffered 
considerably from the unfriendly attitude 
shown towards it by a body known as Working-

SPIRIT AND WINE. 


The regular monthly meeting of the Spirit & 
Wine Dealers’ Association was held yesterday 
afternoon in the eciub-room of the Sherman 
House, J. W. Eoright in the chair. 

An amendment to the Constitution was 
adopted making seven members present a 
quorum. 

George T. Burroughs, of the Phenix Dis- 
tillery, then brought up the subject which the 
meeting was espevially called to consider. He 
said that under the amended law of Marcb, 
1879, the name of the spirits must be marked 
on the head of each barrel, by burning or 
branding into the heads in letters not less than 
one inch high.” He had been to Peoria and 
found that they used dies which cut the name 
into the cask. He had waited on Collector 
Harvey, and found that this was 
permissible. Later on Commissioner Raum 
visited this city and assured him that the wishes 
of the distillers in this matter could be complied 
with. Revenue-Agent Crain, at Cincinnati, 
noticing packages marked with a die, from Peo- 
ria, communicated this fact to Deputy-Commis- 
sioner Rogers, at Washington, who replied that 
the dies were not allowable, and sent orders to 
Peoria in the to use nothing but burning 
brands. Collector Harvey wrote to Washing- 
ton stating the position taken by the distillers, 
to the effect that dies could be used under the 
law, and adverting to the danger of the use of 
fire in the wie- room, as the law requires 
that the name of the spirits shall be ap- 
plied at the same time as the tarx-paid 
stam ps. A reply from Deputy-Commis- 
sioner Rogers came Monday evening to the 
effect that the Department would insist on its 
construction of the law. ihe distillers claim 
that they should be allowed to us« the dies, 
which are more durable and make a more indeli- 
ble mark. 

Dr. Rush explained that the officers did not 
insist upon the rule requiring the mars to be 
made when the stamps are put oo, and said 
that the rules only applied to distillers, nus to 
rectifying houses. 

On motion of Mr. Abel, and after some 
further discussion, the Secretary and President 
were instructed to prepare a letter to Commis- 
sioner Raum in we name of the Association, 
protesting agaiust this construction of the law. 

Mr. Burroughs explained that the object of 
this regulation was to prevent the jobbers from 
do:ng business as wholesalers without a rectify- 
ing license. He believed ut to be a direct attack 
on the integrity of the whoiesalers. 

Finally a committee, composed of Messrs. 
Burroughs, Lyoch, and Weeder, was appointed 
to present the matter to Collector Harvey and 
endeavor to secure his indorsement of the pro- 
test. 

Ihe meeting then adjourned until the second 
Tuesday in October.

A PROPOSED REFORM. 


The dredging of the river has been quite an, 
expense to the city in the past, and always will 


be so long as the sewers empty into ; but Mr. 
Waller has an idea that it bas been greater than 
it should be. The custom has been to pay 89 
much per scow-load for removing the stuff 
dredged, which, he thinks, has been against the 
city’s interest, and he isin favor of changing 
the system or custom. One of bis propositions 
looking to reform in the matter is, that surlace 
soundings of the river be taken both before and 
after the dredging, whieb, he thinks, would more 
accurately show the amount of yards of ma- 
terial removed than the present *scow-load- 
measuring system does. Heis canvassing the 
whole question in his mind, and in consultation 
with prominent engineers, and when he ascer- 
tains beyond a doubt what the city’s best inter- 
est in the matter is he will take some steps. 


A PROSPECTIVE VETO. 


It is believed that the Mayor will veto the 
railroad ordinance Monday evening, for 
the reason that the Socialists are pressing bim 
in that direction, if for no ochercause. He 
loses no opportunity to cater to them, and it is 
claimed by them that they have got him under 
control, and that it was through them that he 
vetoed the ordinance probibiting the carrying of 
concealed weapons at the last meeting of the 
Council. The Socialist Aldermen, it will be re- 
membered, opposed ine passage of both of the 
ordivances. here are others, however, whosay 
that he will veto the railroad ordinance even 
for another reason, which is that it makes the 
terminus of the proposed road Van Buren 
street. They say that he owns property in the 
vicinity of Harrison and Clark streets, and if the 
road were to stop at Harrison street he would 
not object to it, because in such ao event he 
would expect to sell the concern grouod for a 
depot building. He owns no property there 
now, however, so that story is not true. The 
Mayor himself would say nothing on the sub- 
ject, his excuse being that he had been too busy 
to examine into situation, etc. There is 
scarcely a doubt, however, unless indications 
are deceptive, that the ordinance will never be- 
come a law bv his consent.

“GRANITE FOR BEDFORD. 

The action of the Council Monday evening in 
voting to substitute granite for Bedford stone 
for the columns and pilasters of the new City- 
Hall provoked considerable adverse criticism 
yesterday. No one was found opposed to 
making the change, but it was the way in 
which it had been made, and the fact that 
the Commissioner of Pablic Works had been 
authorized to let the granite-work with- 
out competition, and at a given price, 
which was objected to. In the forenoon Mr. 
Hinsdale had a conference with Mr. Waller upon 
the subject, and the latter freely expressed 
himseif as opposed to the movement. He was 
in favor of granite, but wanted competition in- 
yited, and, furthermore, was opposed io paying 
for both the Bedford stone and granite, while 
only one was to be used, as he un- 
derstood the Council to mean should 
be done. Mr. Hinsdale _ replied that 
he was A to have competition, provided 
it was limited to a person he named, and went 
on to say that Thomliuson & Reed had gotten a 
bid from him for he granite, which was $136,- 
000, and that they did to do the work for the 
city for $108,500—the difference between the 
two figures being for omitting the Bedfurd 
stone. Mr. Walier, bowever, did not appear 
satisfied with the explanation, and substantially 
said he would not situ the contract the Council 
had empowered nim to make. Ihe Mayor was 
found to concur with/"Mr. Waller’s ideas, 
but to get at a better understanding on the sub- 
ject a corference with the contractors will be 
held this morning. 

No one seems inclined to reflect upon the 
Council in the matter, nor does there seem to 
be any room for it. ‘he Building Committee is 
believed to have made the recommendation it 
did in good faith, and thinking it was for the 
best interest of the city, for, examining the fig- 
ures, it appears the work will cost less by sev- 
eral thousand doilars than the same work did 
on the county’s side of the building. Anotner 
thing prompting hem to their recommenda- 
tion was the fact that if granite was to 
be used it must be had at an early day to pre- 
vent delay in the completion of the work, and, 
frum the information at hand, they were satisfied 
that there was but one granite flrm in the coun- 
try that had the necessary appliances to get the 
work out by the time it would be needed. And 
still there was another consideration which 
weighed with the Committee in favor of this 
tirm, even if their price wes slichtly higher than 
others could be gotten to do the work for, 
which was that giving them the work—they hay- 
ing already the contract for putting in Bedford 
stone—would avoid lawsuits in the future, etc., 
and the compjications sure to follow the city’s 
trying to wrest the work frota them.

ä POSTAL RULINGS, 

As has already been announced, the Postal 
Guide, the official organ of the Post-Office De- 
partment, will hereafter be issued monthly, and 
will contain all the important new rulings of the 
Vepartment. Thecurreut number has just been 
received by Postmaster Palmer, and contains 
several new decisions of interest to the public. 

Postmaster-General Key issues an order in 
explanation of executive orders affecti the 
postal service. From this it is learned that 
Postmasters of the Presidential offices are for- 
biddeu to hold any office, whether salaried or 
not. under State, Territorial, or Municipal Goy- 
ernment, except the offices of Justices of the 
Peace, Notaries Public, and Commissioners of 
Deeds. Postmasters of the fourth class may 
hold auy other office not inconsistent with the 
proper performance of the duties of their office. 

The rulings as to what constitutes commer- 
cial papers of the third class, already given in 
Tus TRIBUNB, are republished for general in- 
formation. 

Another ruling of interest is the one making 
merchandise, scaled with internal-revepue stamps 
mailable as fourth-class matter, the Devart- 
ment regarding the stamp placed over the cover 
as evidence that no matter is contained thereia 
whicb is subject to letter rates of postage. 

By another recent regulation Post masters are 
forbidden to sell such waste paper as may ac- 
cumulate, but are required to send it to New 
York or San Francisco for disposal. 

Ot especial interest are the fi in regard 
to the entry of second-class matter. Up to 
Aug. 20, 1,319 pubiieations were entered at the 
various offices. Of these, 379 were entered in 
New York City and 102 in Chicago, making 
this city secoud only to New York in this mai- 
ter. St. Louis entered 90, Cincinnati 78, Bos- 
ton 68, Philadelphia 48, and other places smaller 
numbers. ‘The advantage to be gained by sec- 
ond-class publications from entry as second- 
class matter is, hat U all publications of this 
class were entered the Department could 
adopt and enforce regulations entitling 
only regularly entered sheets to pound 
rates, thus protecting them from 
ephemeral advertising sheets which at certain 
seasons spring up to defraud the postal revenues 
by claiming free county circulation, and injure 
the busivess of established journals all over the 
country, and especially in the smaller towns. 

Hereafter all Postmasters will, during the 
first seven days of each year, make an actual 
count of the number of letters and postal-cards, 
and of the packages of third and fourth class 
matter, deposited for mailing at their offices. 
‘They are aleo at all times to make a report of 
the names of places differing from post-office 
names within their delivery.

THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 
A GOOD WORK OF PURIFICATION. 

For some time the County Hospital has 
been infested with troublesome vermin, princi- 
pally bed-bugs and cockrodches, which Warden 
D. W. Mills found he was unable to remove 
with the ordinary reach powder and other in- 
sect-destroyers which are in vogue, but which at 
best afford but a temporary relief. A more 
serious trouble, whose presence has caused much 
trouble to the doctors, has been the presence of 
pyemia, which, during the months of last No- 
vember, December, and January, was 80 
prevalent that, according to the Warden’s testi- 
mony, almost all operations made at that 
time involving the cutting of the bone, resulted 
fatally from the biood-poisoning which almost 
invariably set in. The evil was slightly checked 
by the emplorment of antiseptic dressings in 
all such cases, but no lasting good was achieved 
until February last; when the present Warden 
had tne Hospital thoroughly cleansed and paint- 


ed, which alteration was at ounce followed by a 


marked increase in the proportion of cases 
saved in operations of the kind described. The 
improvement, however, was not so great as to 
satisfy the Warden that all bad been done that 
could be done, and the Hospital-doctors made 
wide researches and held frequent conferences 
among themselves in orderto learn or devise 
some method of removing the evil. A sugees- 
tion was quite reventiy made to the Warden by Dr. 
C. Fenger, of the Hospital staff, that a thorough 
fumigation of the various wards by sulphur 
was worthy of atrial. In support of his sur- 
gestion he cited the fact that a well-known Ger- 
man chemist, one of the Directors of a hospital 
at Berlin, had been employed by the City Gov- 
ernment to make a test of the various means of 
detroying organisms in hospitals, and that the 
result of his observations was overwhelmingly 
in favor of fumigation by sulpbur over all other 
methods. The system he recommended was at 
once simple and inexpensive, merely requiring 
the occupation of the closed room by sulphur 
fumes for sixteen hours on a stretch, at the. end 
of which time no living organism, animal or 
animaiculs, could be found therein. Before ap- 

lying the remedy to the County Hospital the 

arden and Dr. Fenger made 

SEVERAL EXPERIMENTS, 

which ta satisfied them of the efficacy 
of the plan. In the first place, they treated a 
room which, at a not yery close inspection, did 
not seem to contain any insect life, to au eight- 
hours’ dose of sulphur smoke, administered ac- 
cording te the Berlin chemist’s prescription in 
the ratio of twenty grams of sulphur to a 
cubic vard of atmosphere. ‘lhe result was quite 
gratifying, the floor of the room, when the ex- 
periment was over, being foundto be strewn 
with dead flies, mosquitoes, avd cockroaches, 
and one or two other kinds of insect life,—quite 
undesirable tenants of the Hospital. 
This test proved the efficacy of the sul- 
phur as an iuseet-destroyer; another experiment 
was made to try its Utility as a destroyer of 
pyemia. At is well knowu that the active agent 
iu bivod-poisoning is a germ, and, in order 
to find out how far the sulphur fumes 
could succeed in destroying germ life, a vessel 
containing liquid which microscopic examiua- 
tion by Dr. Sawyer showed to be teeming with 
living organisms was submitted for sixteen 
hours to the same treatment which had de- 
stroyed the flies and other insects. At the end 
of this time the liquid was submitted to another 
microscopic examination, woich showed that it 
contained no evidences of life. Its millions of 
organisms had been completely destroyed. Upon 
the strength of this evidence it was decided to 
fumigate the whole hospital, and one-half 
of the entire job was accotmolished yesterday 
afternoon in the presence of a TRIBUNE re- 
porter. Iuasmuch as the evil effects of pyx- 
mia are, as a matter of course, more felt in 
cases of surgery, the western nalf of the hos- 
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in the evening the whole 
surgical side of the County Hospital was

At 
noon tu-morrow, when its sulphur bath will be 
ended, the surgical ward will be scru 
throughout, and the Warden is confident that 
when the patients are put back into the wards 
they will to ail intents and purposes,from a sani- 
tary point of view, reap as much advantage as if 
they were taken into an entirely new building. 

It is the intention to submit the other half of 
the hospital—knowa to the doctors as the medi- 
cal side—to sulphuric treatment in a day or two, 
and iu a monta it will be in order to bear from 
the medical gentiemen something authoritative 
as to the effect of the new experiment. 


CUTTING SALARIES. 

THE MAYOR MET AN UNEXPECTED SET-BACE 
yesterday, and one which may lead to trouble. 
When he came into office he conceived the idea 
of popularizing his Administration by cutting 
down salaries, notwithstanding the Council bad 
fixed them for the year and levied a tax to meet 
them. His first move was uvon the Fire De- 
partment, and, after some parleying, the 
men submitted to the inevitable, hav- 
ing the choice between this and 
being discharged. From this he went 
through the various Departments in 3 quiet 
wav and secured the signatures of the employes, 
on the same conditions, toa document agreeing 
to a reduction of 5 per cent.

They could see no justice in having their sal- 
aries reduced while the employes of the depart- 
ments in question were to get what had been 
appropriated for them, and the end is not yet. 

The difference is that the employes of the de- 
partments outside of those named are appointed 
by the Mayor, and the moment they refuse to 
bow to his wishes—reasonabie or uureasonable 
—off go their beads, and they know it. They 
agreed to the reduction originally under a par- 
tial threat, but it is believed that some of them 
will be bold enough to assert their manhood 
under the circumstances, and take the couse- 
quences.

TOWN CONSOLIDATION, 
ACTION OF THE COUNTY BOARD. 

There being confusion in the minds of some as 
to the exact meaning and object of the action 
taken by the County Board Monday in submit- 
ting to the voters of the North and West Towns 
the question whether they would delegate cer- 
tain powers to the Park Commissioners of these 
towns, or would turn these towns into park 
districts, a brief statement of the law and the 
facts may not be without value. * 

An effort was made a year ago to consolidate 
the tnree Chicago towns into one. The legisla- 
tion to accomplish this had been adopted by the 
Legifiature ef 1877. It provided that where 
two or more towns lay entirely withingthe hmits 
of any city, the County Board might, on the 
application of the Council, consolidate them 
into one town, with one Assessor, Collector, 
etc. Thé Council asked the County Board 
last vear to do this, but upon 
reflection it was discovered that infinit con- 
fusion would result, owing to the peculiar park 
systerfis of the three towns, and to the fact that 
by the Park acts certaia powers were conferred 
upon the Town Boards or town officers which, 
if there were a consolidation, would be left 
without any one to exercise them. 

So the Legislature which met this 
spri passed an act providin that 
where it desired to 
consolidate towns, should submit to the 
voters of the town or towns the question 
whether it or they shouid “for such park pur- 
poses remain aud continue, and the corporate 
authorities aforesaid be continued with all their 
powers, duties, and obligations, and all taxes 
and assessments for park purposes be levied, 
extended, and collected with like force and ef- 
fect as if such anoexation and consolidation had 
not taken place.“ The South Town is already 
a park district, so there need be no voting 
there; but at the November election the voters 
of North and West Chicago will vote whether 
each of those towns shail be a park district or 
shall not bea park district. If both vote in 
the affirmative, then the County Board will go 
on under the existing law, and, without 
any necessity for a popular vote, will 
consolidate the taree towns, so that at the 
spring election North. South, and West Chicago 
will vote together for but ove Assessor, Col- 
lector, Supervisor, ete. If, on the other hand, 
either North or West Chicaga should vote 
against establish apark district, then it is 
doubttul whether the consolidation would take 
place, because a consolidation under such cir- 
cumstances would result in infinit confusion so 
far as the bark officers of that particular town 
were concerned.

A Question as to Its Discoverer, 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune.

The Coming County Convention, 
To the Edttor of The Tribune. 

CA. Sept. 9.—Now that the County Con- 
vention will soon be called to nominate county 
officers, I would once more suggest that the 
delegates to it from the city be sent from the 
several districts direct, without the intervention 
of award club.

The Water Waste, 
Te the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cm, Sept. 9.—The very tong report on 
our water supply in your issue of Sunday does 
not seem to grapple at all with the most impor- 
tant point in the whole subject, namelv: the ex- 
travagant waste of water, and how to stop it. 
It is mereiy an argument to preve the existing 
system is all right, and nothing more can be 
done than continue to add pumping stations, 
with all their costly attendants as may be re- 
quired, on the principle of trying to fil? a leaky 
tub: if one pump will not do it, on add one, 
two, or three; whereas if all the leaks bad been 
stopped the first pump would have filied the re- 
quirements. N 

The report admits nearly one-half, the water 
pumped is wasted, and it seems to meu of or- 
dinary common sense that the first thing to do 
would be to stop the waste before asking for 
new pumping engines. If this were done effect- 
ually, it is clear the present pumping machinery 
wosila supply at least double the present popu- 

on. 

The best authorities admit there is no other 
way to stop leaks and waste than selling the 
water by meter in the same manner as gas. The 
report repudiates the meter-system as too ex- 
pensive. In an off-hand way it says: Two 
millions of dollars would be required to place 
50,000 meters, because hitherto the average cost 
of the meters already in use is $40 each; but 
there is no reason whatever why meters should 
cost haif that money; in fact, they will not. 

I have made some calculations, too long to 
be inserted here, that 50,000 meters, each having 
a capacity at full bore to measure 1,000 gallons 
of water per hour, under thirty pounds pressure 
per square inch, can be fixed all complete in 
private housesand city offices, where the service- 
pives are already there, for $600,000, and this 
sum, by dropping 50,000 waste-pipes, will enabie 
the —— pumping engines to supply abun- 
dantly double the present population. 

If the city authorities proceed gradually to 
stop up these 50,000 email leaks by a reliable 
meter, all the larger leaks will be easily man- 
aged, because they show themselves and are im- 
mediately stopped; therefore, in discussing the 
question of wilifal waste, the large consumers 
need not be seriously considered, because their 
number is, comparatively speaking, insigniiicant, 
and the waste occurring bears a very small pro- 
portion to the quantity used; besides, most of 
the large consumers already pay by meter.

The Differences Between the German Gov- 
ernment and the Vatican.

(2) The law which gives to 
the State the rignt of controlling the discipline 
of seminaries, and of requiring from every 
aspirant to the priesthood certain scientific guar- 
antees; for instance, that be has gone through 
all the classes of a gymnasium and studied

Boots and shoes continue active, with prices 
strong. Since the middle of August more goods 
have been distributed than for a corresponding 
period in any former year. There is continued 
activity in the grocery market, and the general 
tenor of prices remains unequivocally 
firm. Sugars are specially active, and 
the . tendency seems to be to a 
further advance. There was nothing new to 
note of the dried-fruit and canned-goods mar- 
kets, the demand continuing active at verv firm 
prices. Fish remain quiet and steady. Butter 
and cheese were fairly active and firm. No 
changes were apparent in the bagging, leather, 
tobacco, coal, and wood markets. Oils were 
steady. 

Lumber was active and firm. Yard prices for 
common stuff were quoted at 50c per 1,000 feet 
higher, and shingles and lath were stronger at 
the cargo docks. Since July 20 the price of 
lumber bas advanced in this market 35@40 per 
cent. Throughout the season the receipts have

THE TRUE REPUBLIC. 


Eviis of a Party Government.—Too Much 
Ballotboxing—Highest Purpose to Carry 
Biections and Keep in Office—Elections 
Held Teo Often, and Too Many Offices 
Fitled by Election, | 
Mr. Albert Stickney’s book is one that will set 

people thinking more. and more on the present 
defects of parliamentary government, not in the 
United States only, but all over the world. He 
describes these defects, dy the ald of illustra- 
tions both from English history and from our 
own, with great clearness and vigor. Every 
m4n who takes any interest in politics knows 
what they are, though probably few could have 
made out the list with Mr. Sticknev’s terseness 
and ineisiveness. Parliamentary government 
has been converted into party government, and 
party has become a combination, not for the 
promotion of.certain legislative measures, but 
for the purpose of effecting a new distribution 
of the offices. Thisis true in a certain degree 
of England, though the disease is there kept 
down by fixity of tenure in the subordinate 
places m thé pulilic service, and by the infre- 
quency of parliamentary elections. But the 
efficiency of the Government is, as has often 
been remarked, serious!y interfered with 
by the dependence of the Ministry on 
its snecess in retaining z party ma- 
jority in the House of Commons, and by the 
fact that members of the Cabinet have to pass 
a large part of the time which should be de- 
voted to purely executive duties in defending 
thernselves in debate against party attacks. In 
the United States the perversion of party has, 
as every one knows, reached the dimensions of 
a plague, al! offices being held for short terms, 
and being offered as prizes for party success at 
the polis, with the result that “politics” has 
ceased to be a name for the aggregate of public 
affairs, and denotes simply specu’ation as to the 
probab’e results of the next State or Federa’ election. 
When a man is “talking politics” he is not dis- 
cussing any question affecting the public wel- 
fare; he is discussing the chances for office of cer- 
tain persons. A “ politician” is not a legislator, 
or a jurist, or an economist, or a financier; he is 
simoly a man whe is skillful in carrying elec- 
tions. or who has the means of foretelling how 
elections will go. It fact, parties are com- 
pletely divorced from measures of all 
kinds. No party, when it comes m- 
to power, is expected to embody in 
legislation any of the ideas embodied in its 
platform. The platform is simply a manifesto 
intended to help in earrying the election, but to 
which no one thinks of referring after the elec- 
tion is over. So, too, the man skillful in elec- 
tioneering bas berome the mighty man of 
time. He may be grossly ignorant of eVéry- 
thing a legislator ought to know, and be utterly 
untrustworthy in private life, but at conven- 
tions and caucuses he has the bearing of a great 
ruler, and treats the wisest beads in the nation, 
the most skillful specialists, the clearest 
thinkers, and most experienced adminis- 
trators, with a sort of good-vatured contempt. 
In fact, about election time the most autborita- 
tive voices in the land, those of which the ring 
is loudest, and which are most eageriy listened 
to, often come from persons with whom a re- 
spectable man does pot care to have any deal- 
ings in business, and to whose opinion on anv 
public concern no serious-minded mau would 
think of giving five minutes’ attention. 

The disease. too, has worked down into all 
classes of the people. Most men under 50, and 
the great body of foreigners who have come to 
the country since 1850, firmly believe that free 
government means frequent elections, and that 
the more elections there are the better the Gov- 
ernment must be. When the rich and well-to- 
do, too, are reproached, as they so often are in 
the newspapers, with not giving more time to 
their political duties, what is meant is, not that 
they Are not sufficiently interested in the trade 
and commerce of the country. or in its revenue. 
or in its administration of justice, or its foreign 
relations, and do not discuss them enough, but 
that they do not go more constantly to caucuses 
to help to nominate people for office, and are 
pot more industrious in getting voters to vote 
candidates into office. Two-th too, of the 
editorial space of the newspapers is taken up 
either with extravagant praise or blame of cap- 
didates, and with spreading stories or views of 
political opponents which will be likely to affect 
the election which is always near 
hand. The eri, which would 
proved a serious burden ior a 
agricultural community with idie winters, like 
that which fought the Revolutionary War, 
has become an intolerable burden for a rich, 
busy community like that of our day, with a 
vast population, and a trade, commerce, and 
manufactures which are assuming gigantic 
proportions. Mr. Stickney only speaks the 
thoughts of thousands of patriotic men when 
he asks how much longer the country cad be 
governed by such machinery. 

The chauges Mr. Stickney suggests will 
probably be considered startling by most of his 
readers, though they consist of nothing more 
thaa the application to public business of the 
principles and methods by which private busi- 
ness is carried on. He would bave the rresi- 
dent, or chief executive officer, and the Legis- 
lature elected by popular suffrage; but nobody 
else. The President should appoint beads of 
deoartments, and they their subordinates. All 
officers should hoid office during good be- 
bavior, and their superiors should be charged 
with the duty ot removing tLem when incompe- 
tent. Even the President would be removable 
in like case, by the Legislature, on a two- 
thirds vote. These changes would, ot course, 
make elections rare, or would, at all events, 
putan end to electioneering as a profession, 
and compel men in public life to give attention 
to public questions. 

In support of his plen Mr. Stickney points. out 
that parties, except at very great crises, occupy 
themselves sunply ‘with office-getting; that 
Office-holding for short terms makes every 
oflicehoider, from President down, perforce a 
professional electioneering agent; that the fact 
that bis place will be vacant at a certain date 
creates a great army of competitors for it, who 
seek it also th electioneering; that this 
same kuowledgs that he has not long to serve 
makes everybody, including the officeholder him- 
self, indifferent to the manner io which he dis- 
charges his duties, and weakens the sense of 
responsibility ; that it prevents, for like 
the presence in our Legis

BREADSTU FFS IN BALTIMORE 


Wonderful Growth in theeixport Business 
ot That City—The Shipments of the Past 
Year Aggregate 46,210,652 Busheis of 
Grain. 


The Baltimore Journal of ommerce and 


Price-Vurrent, in its issue of last Saturday, gives 
an exhaustive summary of statistics of the grain 
trade of that city, from which we extract tne 
following: 

The receipts of wheat for the year ending Aug. 
$1 amounted to 29,910,583 busnels, against 15,- 
987.260 bushels for the previous year. showing a 
gain of nearly 90 per cent. In 1875-76 the re- 
ceipts were 8,847,162 busnels, which in 76-77 
bad increased to 4,693,591 bashels; so that in 
two years our receipts bave increased 25,216/992 
bushels, or over per cent. For the same 
time the foreign exports were 27,135,861 busb- 
els, against 12,926,119 bushels for 7778, being 
a gain of 14,209,742 bushels. The total ship- 
meuts from Baltimore for the past four crop vears 
amount to 43,481,491 bushels, of which 27,135,861 
bushels were during the past year, while the 
three preceding years footed up only 16,345,630 
bushels. | 

CORN. 

In the receipts and shipments of corn the 
amount varies but little from the preceding 
year. The receipts were 21,107,141 bushels, 
against 20,411,022 bushels for the year ending 
Aug. M. 187&—being a gain of 019 busbels, 
—while the shipments show @ small decrease of 
265,427 bushels: ‘The exports were 10,074,701 
bushels this year, and 19,340,218 bushels last 
year. This showing, although very favorable 
when we consider that the interest has been 
mainly centered on wheat, would be much more 
to our advantage if we compare the caletidar 
years. During the last four months of. 1878 the 
decrease in corn shipments amounted to 2,336,- 
760 bushels in comparison with the same months 
of 1878. but since the Ist of January of this year 
our gain has been 2,121,333 bushels over the Cor- 
responding eight months of 1878. 

The total receipts of all kinds of grain for the 
year were 52,588,380 bushels, against 87,500,841 
bushels for the previous year. If to the receipts 
of grain for this year we add the Western flour 
(789,206 barrels) reduced to bushele we have the 
grand total of 56,534,410 bushels. The foreign 
exports of wheat and corn combined amount to 
46,219,652 bushels, while in 1877~78 the quan- 
tity was only 32,266,337 bushels.

WHO CARRY THE GRAIN. 

Of the 1,200 grain-laden vessels which sailed 
from Baltimore during the past year, only ten 
(or less than 1 per cent) floated the Stars and 
Stripes. For the crop-year of 1877-’78 there 
were 919 vessels, twenty-six of which (or heürly 
8 per cent) were American. As smail.ag this 
perceatage was, it yet was more favorable than 
for the present year. Our percentage wes then 
about 3; it is now less than 1,—showing a con- 
stant decline of American shipping. his re- 
sult cannot be accounted for by the grain basi- 
ness being unprofitable to vessels, as a large 
part of the shipments this year were made at 
remunerative rates. Out of our total ship- 
ments of 46,210,652 bushels grain, only 387,324 
bushels were cartied in American bottoms. The 
lion’s share of this trade was reaped by British 
vessels, which numbered 622, followed in order 
by Norwegiavs 225, Italian 169, German 55, 
Russian 51. Spanish 34, Austrian 17, Swedish 13, 
American 10, French 2, Beigian and Portuguese 
1 each,—making a total of 1.200  ves- 
sels. in 1877-78 British vessels num- 
bered 426, Italian 183, Norwegian 152, 
Spanish 38, German 33, Austrian 26, Swedish 16, 
Rassia 15, Belgian 2, French and Portuguese 1 
each, or a total of 919. Of the 1,200 vessels 
which cleared this year there were 226 steam- 
ships, 101 ships, 822 barks, 47 and 4 
schooners, against 141 steamships, 41 ships, 687 
barks, 88 brigs, and 12 schooners for the preced- 
ing crop year. 

There were 706 cargoes of wheat, averaging 
4,928 quarters each, against 888 cargoes of 4,164 
quarters each in 187778, and 89 cargoes of 3,209 
querters each in 1876-77; and 494 cargoes of 
corn, averaging 4,826 quarters each, against 531 
cargoes of 4,552 quarters each in 1877-'78, and 
8 ramones 8,925 Jene each in 1876-77. 

e general average uarters for 
1878-79, 4,358 quarters for 1877578 and 3,567 
quarters for 187677. These figures show not 
only a steady increase in the number of vessels, 
but also a very material increase in the size of 
the vessels now loading at our port as compared 
with previous years.

But it is s ing to find Macaulay, in a letter 
to Napier, editor of the Zdinburgh Review, 
declining to write an article upon Scott. It was 
in 1838, when Lockhart's Life was just pub- 
lished, and when it was felt that the greatest 
figure in ¢reative Engiish literature since Shak- 
speare bad recently disappeared; and Macaulay 
wrote upon so many and various authors, those 
whom he liked and those whom he disliked, that 
it is curious he was unwilling to write of Scott.

The 
Orientiai is becoming fashionable and compet- 
ing. But Parisian modistes have other surorises 
in store; and, in fact, tne prevailing toilets have 
shown such a boldness of idea and execution 
that it is hard to say where feminine love of 
novelty may not go. Every article of dress has 
gone into a retrograde development: and old 
epiusters wear banged bair, small-heeled shoes, 
and extraordinary paniers, which only an intense 
devotion to Fashion can justify.

PARIS CHIT-CHAT.

Paris, Aug. 20.—With the first sunshine of 
the season, les elegantes are at length de- 
parting {or Trouville, Vichy, and other places 
ot fashionable resort; and, even at this late 
date, Fashion is busy with seaside novelties, 
some of ‘which are very quaint and beautiful. 
Among the latter are sabots made of ebony and 
mahogany, inlaid with silver, gold, ivory, and 
mother-of-pearl, which are truly the most co- 
quettish and novel invention of the day. It is 
true these are greatly at variance with the 
peasant’s wooden shoe. but, nevertheless, they 
are sabots in the true sense of the term, and 
prove that pretty feet can be incased as charm- 
ingly in wood as in any other material.
